l. Undorsigned vas Camp commender during the period of 16 april 
1942 until the 22 Octoter 1942 of tho 4th POW cemp 6th Depot Ratt. at TJ IMAHI. 


2. During this period two exccutions took place in this camp, the 
cannonicr artillory ven LR. 


36 Above mo.tioned persons left tho camp at night a fe: times to 
pay e vait to thcir familics in thcir residonce BTOEDIZDILR. 


4. Thoy vcore warned sevorel times by their comredes to be careful 
because the Jap occupation did not stick to the Geneva Conventicns 
concerning death executions with respect to "oscaped POTs*® 


fOn May 5th according to my memory et about 9 O'clock Jap. time, 

a Jap corporal arrived on the big midfield, uscd es sportfield, and hold 
above his head a cloth ettached to two bamboos on “hich vas written dain 
with black letters; "these pcople vill be shot® (Malay "Nanti ini orang 
dipasang?) on this proclamation as vell on verbal orders tho FPO%s assembled 
on the sportsfield 3500 or 4000 in all myself es well as all the officers. 
Shortly after this PEETOOM and van BRiddM vere led into the camp tied to 
cach other and hands berird the back. 


They looked very beaten up vshich was apparent fran the bloody 
stripos and “rounds visible all over their bodies. They were in a sort 
of trance end it appeared that they did not have the faintest notion 
what ‘as going tc happen. Lator on it eppearcd that they were compelled 
to be present at the executions in the 4th battalion from “hich they just 
came back. after that the tvo condomned persons vere put against the 
Valls of the still existing dug-outs and I vas ordered tc vatch the exe- 
cution from close-by, «ll my protests hich absence of an enterpreter 
were done by sign to stop the cxecution vere in vain. 


The Jap Lt. WiTNABE in chargo of tho oxccution told me by 
the word "mei-rec® (crder), which Jap zord I know, that he vas obliged 
to carry out the order. Lt. JT..NABE was very pale and nerveus and hed 
never done this bofore, as it appearcd later on. Tho firing squad at his

8 metros. Whon they heard the riflos being loaded they realized 

thet vas going to happon. On the ordor "aim" PETOCM very clearly: 

"long live the Queon! down with those yellow monsters ! *

examination both proved to be doad.}) The same dey tho funeral took 

placo et which a short funert] scrvice wes hold by the camp inhabit 

The Jap authorities allowed us to ordor treaths cutside tho cauwp which 

wore laid on the graves, hilo the next morning tho Jep 2nd Lt. 

SUZUKI orderod m to accompany him to ths cumctery: he found some 

flowers vith him which ho Jeaid down efter having soluted for each 

of the gravos. diftor having salutod onco again hc left the cemetory 

with mo, It may be noted thet PETOOM cnd ven BRiiti wore caught in 

BATOEDIZDI4R and sent to TIIMAHI as prisoners.
